ZOA head Rabbi Joseph Sternstein: - 
Israel ‘destructive’ to 


US. Zionist spirit 


By ARNOLD BRUNER 

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. -- The attitude of Israel 
towards Zionism abroad “has des- 
troyed the spirit of Zionism in 
America.” the vew head of the 
Zionist Organization of America said 
yesterday, 


Rabbi Joseph Sternstein told The 
Fost that Israel's leaders have “de- 
nigrated the Zionist movement” 
since the founding of the State. This 
has been responsible for the ‘“com- 
flete failure” of Israel to attract 
Western and particularly American 
immigration, he said, 

“Zionism has been equated by Is- 
rael with fund-raising and empty 
rhetoric," the Conservative rabbi 
said in the first interview since his 
arriva! in Israel following hig recent 
election as ZOA president. During 
bis three-week visit he will discuss 
Zionist and political matters with 
government leaders. 

He announced that, in an effort 
to rejuvenate “the old, classic Zion- 
ist spirit,” the ZOA will establish 
a long-) Programme of Zionist 
education for family units, aimed 
at Americans in the 25 to 40 age 
bracket. 

Dr. Sternstein declared that “All- 
ya Month” — in which dozens of 
emissaries went out from Israel early 
this year to promote immigration in 
the U.S. and Canada — “ was 2 
farce, 8 total failure.” 

“If they thought they could come 
to the U.S. for a month and create 
a Zionist spirit in America," said 
Dr. Sternstein, “they were mistaken. 

“Most American Jews who settled 
iu Israel in the beginning came out 
of an atmosphere in which the Zionist 
movement was active and the Zion- 


ist concept important. x 

“The drop in tourism after the. 
Yom Kippur War was at first in- 
comprehensible to me. People do not 
abandon their family when it is in 
trouble. . 

“I now attribute this to a lack 
of Zionist commitment in America. 
Israe] has built the idea that if you 
give dollars you are great. Giving 
makes you important to Zlooism. 
Well, they are big givers but they 
are not coming to Israel, which is . 
the ultimate commitment. 

“Our aim now is to reactivate the 
Zionist commitment in the whole 
Jewish community,” 

At the same time, efforts would 
be made to make integration into 
Israeli society smoother, Dr. Stern- 
stein. said. 

One new programme being con; 
templated 19 a residential commun- 
ity for often overlooked middle-aged 
Americans “with everything arrang- 
ed so they don't have to struggle 
with the red tape and bureaucratic 
procedures that discourage so many 
Westerners who really have under- 
gone a lot to get here,” he sald. 

“There ls no point preparing peo- 
ple to come to Israel if they are 
golng to be turned off on this side.” 

Dr. Sternstein, who at 49 is one | 
of the youngest national leaders in 
the American Zionist movement, is 
Spiritual leader of Temple Beth Sho- 
lom in Roslyn Heights, Long Island, . 
in New York State.

Is any relief to Sharav conditions 
possible?
